An impassioned plea for the town council to do 
more for the youth of Seaton was made at last week’s 
meeting by Councillor Tony Woodman, who called 
for the setting up of a working party to consult with 
the town’s young people. 

Councillor Woodman said he was raising the matter 
due to the imminent closure of The Grove nightclub 
- “the last remaining entertainment centre for the

“Crime has reduced from 
last month and is well 
below the long term av¬ 
erage of 29 crimes. 

“What is also pleasing is 
that we have not seen 


many incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour during 
the summer holiday. 

“The Neighbourhood 
team would like to pass 
on our thanks to the 
young people of Seaton 
who are a credit top the 
town." 

PC Speariett said they 
had, however, received a 
small number of com¬ 
plaints of ant-social driv¬ 
ing and the team would 
be targeting this area 
over the coming months. 

The 16 crimes reported 
in August included two 
cases of possession of 
cannabis and one of drink 
driving in which a 25 
year-old local woman 
was arrested and subse¬ 
quently charged after 
she crashed her vehicle in 
Durley Road.

young people of our town”. 

Councillor Woodman told the meeting: “Much is 
organised in Seaton for children and the older gener¬ 
ation but it seems to me the youth of this town have 
had a raw deal for many years, particularly since the 
loss of their youth club. Quite simply unless they are 
sport minded there is basically nothing for them to do. 

“I have taken time to speak to many youngsters in 
recent weeks about the closure of The Grove and have 
asked them what they will do. Although a few said 


they didn’t know a vast majority said they would go 
to local pubs on Friday and Saturday nights and then 
end up out on the town streets. 

“That has to be a cause for concern and I’m sure not 
a message the police will want to hear. But it’s a fact. 

“It is obvious that as a council we can’t open a 
nightclub, but I believe there is much we can do to 
help our young people. We could, for example, try and 
find a suitable venue for such a club and then promote 
it to try and get someone to run it. 

“We could also make a commitment to the youth of 
Seaton that we will replace their youth club with 
something that will serve them now and in future gen¬ 
erations. I believe we owe them that at least when mil¬ 


lions are being spent on a discovery centre that basi¬ 
cally won’t benefit them at all.” 

Councillor Woodman recalled that a young man 
stood up at the annual meeting and spoke well about 
how all his friends were leaving the town through lack 
of employment and housing. 

“We have to do something to stem that flow,” he 
continued. 

“These young people are the future of our town un¬ 
less we want to become God’s waiting room. 

“Having no entertainment can also make that situa¬ 
tion worse and it is equally bad for the town’s image 
with visitors when they get here to find there is noth¬ 
ing for young people.” 

Councillor Woodman suggested the setting up of a

AXMINSTER 


Public meeting to 
save hospital beds 


AXMINSTER Hospital League of Friends (LoF) 
has issued a rallying cry and called a public 
meeting in a bid to reverse the in-patient bed clo¬ 
sure proposal for Axminster Hospital. 

Last Thursday’s NHS Northern Eastern and 
Western Devon Clinical Commissioning Group 
(NEW CCG) announcement confirmed fears that 
Axminster Hospital in-beds were on a hit list. 

Axminster Hospital LoF’s offer to NEW CCG of 
up to £300,000 over three years to keep the in¬ 
patient beds open did not have the desired effect 
and has not been met with an official response. 

But the League of Friends has not given up. 

After Thursday’s announcement, they called an 
emergency meeting the following day when it 
was decided to hold a public meeting at 4pm on 
Saturday, October 4th in Axminster Guildhall to 
which all are invited. 

LoF member Mervyn Symes said the public 
meeting had been called to discuss the best way 
forward to retain the in-patient beds. 

He explained: “We need the input of the com¬ 
munity, and the support of the community. 

“We are trying to convince NEW CCG they made 
the wrong decision.” 

When asked why it had not accepted the LoF 
offer, a NEW CCG spokesperson said: “We can 
confirm that we have received a letter which we 
believe is from Axminster [Hospital] League of 
Friends. 

“Unfortunately, the letter is unsigned so we just 
need to establish who it has come from before we 
can receive it as official feedback. 

“The purpose of this 12-week period of involve¬ 
ment and consultation is to hear proposals, so we 
welcome all feedback.” 

The statement indicates that the LoF offer may 
not have been flatly refused, and could possibly 
have some bearing on the final decision. 


SO the fight is on to save the in-patient beds at 
Axminster and Ottery St Mary hospitals. 
Axminster knew what was coming (all ten 
beds to close) but it came as a real shock to Ot¬ 
tery where it was expected that some beds 
would remain. 

I understand that in the end it was a straight 
fight between Seaton and Axminster. Health 
officials finally came down on the side of 
Seaton because it has more elderly people 
than Axminster. 

The offer from Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends to provide £300,000 over three years 
to keep their wards open has not been met 
with an official response, other than the rather 
pathetic excuse that the letter from the 
League of Friends was unsigned. 

The League of Friends called an emergency 
meeting on Friday morning and decided to 
hold a public meeting on Saturday, October 4th 
to which NHS officials will be invited to explain 
why Axminster was singled out for the closure

Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden hopes this is 
not the case. He fired off a two-page letter to the 
NHS last week pointing out that they should have 
taken into consideration the rapid expansion that 
Axminster faces in years to come. 

The medical profession in Axminster fear that 
once the beds are closed they will never re-open 
and that other facilities at the hospital, such as 
the X-ray department, could follow suit.

SIDMOUTH Victoria Hospital is set to lose its 
minor injuries unit, under the latest NHS propos¬ 
als for the future of community care in the town. 

The Northern Eastern and Western Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG), 
which oversees health care provision in the area, 
unveiled its plans on Wednesday for the future of 
community services across the Wakley sub-lo¬ 
cality’s five hospitals. 

The cost-cutting measures are designed to 
maximise efficiency across the area, with hospi¬ 
tals in Axminster, Seaton, Honiton and Ottery St 
Mary also affected. 

All in-patient beds at Sidmouth will remain in 
place and some will be reallocated to the hospital 
in the short term. 

But the minor injuries unit, along with the 
emergency facility at Ottery, will be cut, leaving 
Honiton as the locality's only remaining unit. 

But the CCG has also indicated its intentions to 
reduce the number of beds across all the hospi¬ 
tals in the long-term, as it moves closer towards 
a ‘hospital at home’ model. 

The plans are now open to a 12-week consulta¬ 
tion period. 


ALL in-patient beds and the minor injuries unit 
at Ottery St Mary Hospital are set to be closed, 
confirming residents’ worst fears about the fu¬ 
ture of community care in the town. 

The Northern Eastern and Western Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG) un¬ 
veiled its proposals for community services 
across the Wakley sub-locality's five hospitals on 
Wednesday. 

Ff the plans are approved later this autumn, Ot¬ 
tery will also lose its in-patient beds and minor 
injuries unit, with services focused on the CCG’s 
remaining hospitals in Honiton, Seaton and Sid¬ 
mouth. 

Devon County Councillor for Ottery Claire 
Wright, who is also a member of the council’s 
health and wellbeing scrutiny committee, said 
she was “horrified” by the plans. 

She added: “I had assumed there would be 
some proposals for bed losses but am horrified 
that all that Ottery will have left is an empty 
building, with a vague promise of it becoming a 
health and wellbeing ‘hub’. 

There has been widespread concern about what 
services will continue to be provided at Ottery 
Hospital, as the CCG moves further towards its 
‘hospital at home’ model.

Heights resubmit planning application 


LYME Bay Leisure has had to re¬ 
submit a planning application for 
its hotel and holiday complex at 
Seaton Heights. 

A revised planning application 
for a 12-bedroom hotel, 38 units 
of holiday accommodation, a 
restaurant, a leisure club and 
other amenities was approved 
this spring after a long battle 
with several stumbling blocks. 

But there were more stumbling 
blocks, and only a few weeks ago 
the company described progress 
as being at a “snail's pace". 

In a further update, issued on 
September 17th, the company 
said: “After several months of 
delay, Lyme Bay Leisure has re¬ 
submitted the planning applica¬ 
tion. 

“The revised planning applica¬ 
tion report is out for public con¬ 
sultation, yet again, and is due to 
return to East Devon District 


Council planners for a decision on 
October 1st. The earlier applica¬ 
tion was stalled because of a raft 
of issues to do with bat conser¬ 
vation and the protection and 
maintenance of their traditional 
flyways across the derelict site 
of the old Seaton Heights Hotel. 

“Following the advice of ecolo¬ 
gists and bat conservationists, 
Lyme Bay Leisure undertook an 
extensive landscaping and re¬ 
design with appropriate man¬ 
agement measures to be 
introduced that safeguard the 
future in perpetuity of several 
rare species of bats. 

“Following the planning meet¬ 
ing Lyme Bay Leisure is deter¬ 
mined to start construction 
within the next few months be¬ 
fore the winter gets underway." 

Lyme Bay Leisure chairman 
David Sullivan said: "TTie project 
is now significantly delayed. 


“TTiis has proven hugely costly 
to us but it is hoped that EDDC 
will at last give their approval and 
we can start to make headway in 
delivering this project that all 
Seaton residents have been 
hugely supportive of." 

Once planning consent is given, 
construction could be completed 
over an 18-month period. 

Phase one, the hotel, restau¬ 
rant and spa could be completed 
within 12 months, the company 
says. 

MD James Hetherington added: 
“Following discussions with our 
project management and build¬ 
ing contractors, we hope to an¬ 
nounce a start date quite soon. 

"We are frustrated like every¬ 
one else with the hold-ups but 
we are as committed as ever to 
bring this project to Seaton and 
be part of the town's regenera¬ 
tion."

“I am just totally over the moon,” said Ursula 
Makepeace, who is chairwoman of the Beer Horticul¬ 
tural Society and led the campaign. 

“This is the first time we have ever won the Cox 
Cup, which was introduced in 1977 so that is brilliant. 
I have also been given a big flag to put up somewhere 
in the village. It was a lot of hard work by a lot of 
people and I had a lot of support.” 

The judges praised Beer’s floral displays, which 
comprised 50 per cent of the total marks, as ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ while the level of community participation was 
described as ‘good’ and the environment ‘satisfac¬ 
tory’ . 

The village also received four RHS It’s Your Neigh¬ 


bourhood Awards for the outstanding appearance of 
Beer Brook, St Michael’s Church, Charlie’s Yard and 
the Beer War Memorial. 

The gold certificate, cup and other awards are a just 
reward for Ursula, who has been involved in promot¬ 
ing the appearance of Beer for almost 30 years and 
almost quit last year after the bitter disappointment 
of failing to win the competition. 

But her persistence and dedication have been re¬ 
warded as in addition to the recognition of Beer she 
also received a special award. 

“I was fifty-fifty before the awards at Trowbridge 
Civic Centre on Thursday as I have been disappointed 
on many occasions in the past,” added Ursula. 

“Beer has won the gold certificate in the past but it 
was not as important as now, as the regime has be¬ 
come far more demanding so this feels very special. 

“In addition I was very proud when the judges read 
out my name as the winner of the Community Cham¬ 
pion award, which has only ever been won by three 
other people in the South West. It was a great day.” 


Environment Agency to block sculptures 


THE Environment Agency is set to block East Devon 
District Council’s (EDDC) planned erection of sculp¬ 
tured waves and interpretive pillars at Fisherman's 
Gap. As reported last week, the proposal is a contro¬ 
versial one. 

Seaton Town Council backs the idea, but two town 
councillors - Val Christmas and Tony Woodman - 
requested that their votes against be recorded. The 
latter went as far as saying the proposed construc¬ 
tions would look like something from Disneyland. 

The proposal is part of a wider ‘hot spot’ scheme 
for key entry points to Seaton and the Jurassic 
Coast. 

EDDC has submitted a planning application but 
suffered a setback when the Environment Agency 
formally opposed the idea. 

A letter, dated September 18th, to EDDC from the 
Environment Agency said: “We object to this pro¬ 
posal for the following reasons. 

“Tiie proposed sculptures are located on land that 
forms part of the Seaton Coastal Defence Scheme; 
a flood alleviation scheme that is operated and 
maintained by the Environment Agency. 

“The proposed sculptures and interpretation pillar 
appear to be located in a manner that would: a) pre¬ 
vent the closure of the main flood gates that facili¬ 
tate vehicular access through the sea wall, and, b) 
would restrict our access to the flood wall for nec¬ 
essary inspection, repair and maintenance pur¬ 
poses. 

"It is also important that the applicant notes that 
any structures such as those proposed within seven 
metres of such coastal flood defences will require 
our Flood Defence consent under the terms of the 
Water Resources Act 1991. 

“We will withhold our consent for any structures 
that would restrict our ability to safely access, op¬ 
erate, maintain and rebuild such a structure.” 


An EDDC spokesperson said: “We are working with 
the Environment Agency to address their concerns 
about the exact location of the hot spot. 

“Of course public safety with regards to flood de¬ 
fence is always our priority and we will therefore be 
considering how we can overcome any such con¬ 
cerns. We are committed to the hot spots as a way 
of extending the reach of Seaton Jurassic to the 
seafront and encouraging visitors to see for them¬ 
selves our amazing beach and coastline."

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Felled tree was 
not diseased, 
says developer 


A FELLED tree 
wasn’t diseased 
after all, according 
to housing devel¬ 
oper Bovis Homes. 

As reported last week, a 
tree outside the Bovis 
Homes Cloakham Lawn 
showhome in Chard 
Road was felled. 

Many people wondered 
why, some suggesting it 
was taken down simply 
to offer a clearer view of 
the showhome. 

Devon County Council, 
on whose land the tree 
was, said it suffered from 
Dutch Elm Disease. 

But Bovis Homes has 
since offered another ex¬ 
planation. 

A spokesperson for the 
company said: ““The elm 
tree has been coppiced 
and seven branches of 
another tree have been 
cut back to prevent dam¬ 
age during the construc¬ 
tion of the approved 
cycleway and footway,

and also the installation 
of the new water con¬ 
nection into the develop¬ 
ment. 

“The elm has been 
coppiced in the past and 
this is a rotational man¬ 
agement process allow¬ 
ing trees to regenerate. 

“The work at 
Cloakham Lawn has 
been done in full consul¬ 
tation with East Devon 
District Council and 
Devon County Council 
(the trees are located on 
county council land) and 


was certainly not under¬ 
taken to improve the 
views of our recently 
opened three-bedroom 
show home. 

“Protecting and en¬ 
hancing the environment 
at Cloakham Lawn is a 
key part of delivering 
our new homes there, 
with ecological special¬

Back in the ‘real world’ again 
after revolutionary eye implant 


AN Axminster man is one of the 
first people in the world to have a 
revolutionary eye lens implant. 

Retired property developer and keen gar¬ 
dener Ronald Cooper lost sight of his gar¬ 
den because of rapidly failing eyesight - but 
has rediscovered his flowers thanks to the 
procedure. 

Ronald, aged 90, was dismayed to be di¬ 
agnosed with progressive eye condition 
Age-related Macular Degeneration (AMD), 
which eventually leads to loss of sight. Sur¬ 
gery for AMD was rarely offered because 
of the risks involved. 

But the situation changed when Bobby 
Qureshi, chief medical officer and founder 
of the London Eye Hospital Pharma joined 
forces with professor Pablo Artal - the first- 
ever European winner of the prestigious Ed¬ 
ward H Land Award for scientific 
contributions to the advancement of visual 
optics. 

Together they came up with a low-risk, 
simple procedure and what is known as the 
iolAMD lens. 

Ronald, who is married with three chil¬ 
dren, said:“I first noticed my vision deteri¬ 
orating about ten years ago, and was 
diagnosed with AMD. 

“At the time it was suggested that I should 
register as partially sighted, which I didn’t 
feel ready to do. I could still, at that time, 
see to do most things. 

“Two years ago, my vision had deterio¬ 
rated to such an extent that I began to avoid 
social situations as I could never tell if 
someone was looking at me trying to get my 
attention. 

“I found that very hard. I began having in-

jections for the AMD, but they weren’t 
making my vision better; they were per¬ 
haps, at most, stopping it from getting 
worse. “I have one and a half acres of gar¬ 
den and have always been an active gar¬ 
dener, but I found that although I could see 
the shapes of plants and flowers, I was un¬ 
able to see their true beauty. 

“My son found an article about London 
Eye Hospital but, me being a cynic, it took 
him some time to persuade me to contact 
them.” 

“I did eventually contact the London Eye 
Hospital and met with Bobby Qureshi, who 
suggested the iolAMD implant. I went 
ahead and had the operation, which was a 
very simple and quick procedure. 

“I have now had both eyes done, and my 
vision just keeps improving. I can finally 
enjoy my garden again; I can see the small 
birds, the details in flowers, and the sun 
shining through the branches of my 100- 
foot tulip tree. 

“Better than that, I have two demonstrably 
affectionate grandchildren, aged four and 
seven, whose faces I see at close quarters; 
the smile on their faces and the sparkle in 
their eyes. I now feel I am again living in 
the same world as everybody else.” 

Mr Qureshi said: “Ronald overcame his 
reluctance and made an appointment to see 
us, and we are delighted that he did. 

“It transpired that he was the perfect can¬ 
didate for the iolAMD lens, and we are in¬ 
credibly pleased that the implants have 


improved his life and helped him get back 
to his former self, and back to his garden. 

“The implant is a giant leap in optical 
technology, and it is immeasurably satisfy¬ 
ing to have had a role in creating a solution 
which will benefit such a wide range of peo¬ 
ple for whom, at the moment, there is no 
treatment.” 

Ronald (pictured below) concluded: “I 
am delighted to have got the benefit I have 
from the implants; my day-to-day visual 
ability has improved greatly. 

“At times, I have been astonished at the 
things I can do which I was unable to do be¬ 
fore, for example reading the writing on 
packets etc. 

“I am so much more aware of what is 
going on around me, and my quality of life 
has improved hugely.” 

The implant is a mini-version of the tele¬ 
scope and involves inserting two tiny lenses 
into the eye 2mm apart. 

It is expected to help more than 600,000 
sufferers of age-related macular degenera¬ 
tion in the UK alone.

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Tributes paid to D-Day veteran George

D-DAY veteran George 
Hookings was given an 
emotional farewell at 
Beer Congregational 
Church last week (Sep¬ 
tember 22nd). 

Mr Hookings, who had 
celebrated his 90th 
birthday last month and 
recently took part in the 
hugely successful World 
War I commemorations 
in Beer, died peacefully 
last week after being 
taken to the Royal 
Devon & Exeter Hospi¬ 
tal. 

His daughter, Sarah 
Leighton-Fry, said: “Dad 
wanted to make it to his 
90th birthday and he 
was really pleased to do 
that. He lived a very full 
life.” 

Born and bred in Beer, 
Hookings went to the 
local primary school and 
then Colyton Grammar 
before enlisting into the 
British Army as a 16- 
year-old in 1940 - 

which was two years 
under the minimum 
limit. 

Initially Hookings 
joined the Devon & 
Dorset Regiment but 
was transferred - along 
with several other men 
from the regiment - to 
the Black Watch after 
they suffered heavy 
losses fighting in North 
Africa. 


When recently inter¬ 
viewed by Pul man's 
View on the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the D-Day 
Landings Hookings 
modestly recalled 
those momentous days 
in the nation’s history. 

“I was in the first boat 
on our beach but was I 
frightened? - not in the 
least,” said George, 
who was just 19 at the 
time. 

“You didn’t think 
about it. You just did 
your job. 

“Of course, being shot 
at and shelled made 
you aware of your own 
mortality and the awful 
things you saw stay 
with you throughout 
your life.” 

After the end of the 
war George returned to 
Beer and completed his 
teacher training at Ex¬ 
eter College and later 
worked as Headmaster 
at Neston Primary 
School, Wiltshire. 

When his first wife 
Mary died, George 
moved back to the sea¬ 
side village and married 
childhood sweetheart 
Madge who was in his 
class at school. 

“My life had gone full 
circle and what a lucky 


life I had,” explained 
George in that earlier 
interview. 

“I will never forget my 
war experience but it 
would have been nice 
just to have been a 
teacher all my life.” 


He spent some time in 
a care home before re¬ 
turning home to Beer 
as he moved in with his 
daughter and son-in- 
law Matthew. 

He leaves behind a 
second daughter, Jen¬ 
nifer Jones, four grand¬ 
children and five great 
grandchildren.

Council promise on pavement repair 


A SEATON resident’s attempts 
to have a pavement maintained 
appears to have had some suc¬ 
cess. 

Pulman’s View recently re¬ 
ported that Sid Pember had 
drawn a blank in his attempts to 
have a stretch of pavement along 
Valley View seen to by Devon 
County Council (DCC). 

Mr Pember said at the time: “I 
have noticed a vast deterioration 
of the surface on a section of 
pavement, approximately 50 
metres in length, that lies be¬ 
tween entrances to Seaton Pri¬ 


mary School and the busy site 
that includes the doctors’ sur¬ 
gery and Lloyd’s chemist.” 

The county council said: 
“There are currently no defects 
present that would be classified 
as a safety hazard and necessi¬ 
tate immediate intervention.” 

The officer in question added 
that work will be carried out at 
some point, but could not say 
when. But Mr Pember has since 
received assurances that the 
problem will be dealt with 
within this financial year. 

Seaton county councillor Jim 


Knight has written to Mr Pem¬ 
ber, telling him: “This is one of 
several sites awaiting repair and 
will be completed this financial 
year.” 

Mr Pember was relatively 
happy, and told Pulman’s View: 
“I feel more confident after re¬ 
ceiving this letter from council¬ 
lor Jim Knight, and have 
thanked him for his involvement 
with the problem, 

“The only concern is that we 
do not have a severe winter set¬ 
ting in before the surface has 
been repaired.”

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F OR one day every year the village of Colyford steps 
back to medieval times, everybody dresses up in the 
fashions of the Middle Ages and hundreds of people 
travel from miles around to come to look at what on Earth 


is going on. 

It is like a scene out of Chaucer. There’s archery and fal¬ 
conry and shows of thatching and bodging [that’s wood¬ 
turning using green, unseasoned wood]. Medieval music 
played on traditional instruments echoes through the lanes 
and the locals gather to perform a humorous Mummers Play. 

And just like it would be here several hundred years ago, 
stalls sell honey, pottery, leather goods and beer and queue 
for the ram-roast. 

What is it? It’s the Colyford Goose Fayre, a fine revival 
of old England and the continuing of a tradition that goes 
all the way back to 1208. 

It was then that King John granted Colyford a charter to 
hold a goose fair, originally a market for selling livestock 
which developed into a day or so of merry-making. 

Goose fairs are always held in the autumn. In Colyford, 
the fayre is traditionally staged on the last Saturday closest 


to Michaelmas - September 27th this year, as Michaelmas 
falls on September 29th. 

Why September? The breeding season for geese is Feb¬ 
ruary to March, meaning that by September the young geese 
were at their prime and ready to be got to market. There 
being no tram in Pliny’s or King John’s day, the poulters 
would simply walk them to the fair. 

This was no easy task. Besides the fact that there could be 
many geese to walk on - at one Nottingham fair, 20,000 
geese were recorded strolling into the city - in medieval 
times a goose fair could be leagues away, records of the time 
show that geese were frequently walked from Norfolk to 
London, a sore-making foot trip of more than 80 miles. 

For the poor old goose, such a long march was hard on 
the feet and many would become injured. So they made 
them shoes, little tar shoes. I am not making this up. The 
poulters would ‘shoe a goose’ by driving them through tar 
and then sawdust, providing a protective layer or ‘shoe’ for 
the long walk. 

Of course, the tar would wear off if the geese had far to 
go - hence the expression ‘you can’t shoe a goose’, meaning 


a futile exercise. However, in Ilchester in Somerset 
in the Middle Ages there were goose cobblers 
[I’m not making this up either] who more 
kindly made little leather goose slippers to 
make the hike more bearable. 

Fortunately, in these kinder days the 
geese at the Colyford Goose Fayre don’t / 
have far to come and tend to be carried * J 
in a old cart that forms part of the pro¬ 
cession which traditionally parades 
through the village at 2pm, shortly be¬ 
fore the Mayor opens the Fayre. 

Last year the Fayre was rained off by 
atrocious weather, so watch the skies. But with a 
of luck all will be fine this year for visitors to enjoy 
goose-step back in time. 

Seaton Tramway will be putting on additional trams 
Colyford during the afternoon so visitors can arrive in 
style.
